Even with the limiting factors, it
is believed that the grand total of
spuds raised in this county this year
will equal, if not surpass, that of lust
vear. While the estimated average
yield of potatoes over the state of
Nebraska last year was B8.5 ns esi-
muated by the Stute Board of Agri-
culture and set forth in Buletin No.
210, the average yield for Dox Dutte
county, according to the same bullet-
in, was 123.7 bushels.

BEING CLOSED TODAY

McRao and Mallery Olose Deal for
Sturgeon Lakes Sountheast
of Alllance

According to interested parties,
contracts are being drawn up today
between P. J. Sturgeon on the one

side, and Earl D, Mallery and J, W.
McRae on the other side, by whieh
Sturgeon leases to Mallery and Me-
Rae the two lakes on hls ranch #f-
een miles southeast of Alllance. Ac-
cording to the same parties Mallery
and McRue agree within thirty days
to have capital for the erec-
jton of . potasl nt, probably ut
Antioch, to pump brine from the two
lakes, one of which contalns 120
acres and the other 20 scres.

According to Mr. McRae, he s/
representing the Dupont
people,
ited cupital and who ean eusily fine
ance any deal they decide to take
hold of. The Herald's Informant
states that Mallery and MeRae plan
to secure $350,000 to finance this
deal from the Dupont people and
that Sturgeon I8 to begin to benefit
fingnclally within thirty days or the
deal is off.

Yarious rumors have been afloat
In Alliance during the last few days
regarding big developments in the
potash Industry. One was to the
effect that the Dupont people were
going to buy In all of the potash
plants and control the industry. An-
other was to the effect that the out-
put of the planis was to be contract-
ed for and a big relinery erected al
either Alliance or Antloch,

It is known, however, that devel
‘opments are proceeding rapidly in
the securing of leases and the test-
ing of lakes in the potash feld. It
is expected that a plant will seon be

erected 1o use the putput of the
PBriges lukes, Several other new
plants are mlkt‘d of.
